p ieces of news to come out of 
Germany since the war began— 
and it’s one of the moat Imp ortant, 
if true—is the rep ort that the whole 
Nazi gov ernment has abandoned 
Berlin, 
While this is unconfirmed, it 
does come on the heels of the 
ev acuation of a million residents 
of the threatened cap ital. 
Maybe Hitler’s infallible intui­ 
tion has enabled him to read the 
Allied p rogram which has been set 
forth at Quebec by British Minis­ 
ter of Information Brenden Brack­ 
en thus p ointedly: 
"These p lans are to bomh and 
burn and ruthlessly destroy, in 
ev ery way av ailable to us, the p eo­ 
p le resp onsible for creating this 
war." 
One could wish, by the way, that 
the fueher might hav e heard Brack­ 
en deliv er that edict. 
I wasn’t 
p resent, but I know the minister 
as one of England’s most colorful 
p ersonalities. 
He’s a big chap who p ours out 
conv iction in a torrent of forceful 
words, while his v ictim is held 
fascinated by the brilliant red hair 
which flares up from Bracken’s 
head like the flames from a blast 
furnace. Yes, it’s a p ity Hitler 
wasn’t there. 
F 
o r any normal gov ernment— 
which of course the Nazi re­ 
gime is no t—desertion of the na­ 
tional cap ital is like abandonment 
of ship at sea. It’s ah act that de­ 
notes desp eration. 
Thus the head of a gov ernment 
and his chief ministers cling to 
their cap ital as a sea cap tain sticks 
to his bridge. They’re among the 
last to leav e. 
When they do go, 
it means they hav e small hop e that 
the first city of the nation will 
surv iv e. 
During the height of the terrible 
aerial blitz which London endured 
in 1940-41, when the British ship of 
state was wallowing in mountain­ 
ous seas, the sduare-Jawed Church­ 
ill and his cabinet stuck to the 
bridge. 
True, some archiv es and sub­ 
ordinate offices were mov ed out of 
London, but for the p rims minis­ 
ter and hli gov ernment to flee the 
cap ital would hav e been regarded 
as an admission of defeat, both at 
home and abroad.

Cost Of New Prog ram May

^ACK In 
1941 when Ritler's v ic­ 
torious armies were surging 
towards Moscow, the Sov iet au­ 
thorities mov ed the disp lomatic 
corp s to Kuibyshev , 
But Stalin and the other mem­ 
bers of the Red gov ernment coolly 
carried on at the old stand, as an 
insp iration and a guarantee of se­ 
curity to the p eop les of all the 
Russias. 
Now nobody suggests for a mo­ 
ment that if Hitler and his gov ­ 
ernment hav e mov ed, or do mov e, 
it’s because of cowardice. The Ger­ 
mans are brav e enough. 
Abandonment 
of 
the 
German 
cap ital would mean (1) that Ber­ 
lin is in p eril of destruction, and 
(2) that the Prussian militarists 
are exhibiting one of their out­ 
standing characteristics—a disincli­ 
nation to risk their necks unless 
it’s absolutely necessary. 
WE hav e an. Illustration of this 
characteristic in the Prussian 
military p olicy that German offi­ 
cers are difficult to rep lace and so 
battle, excep ting In case of neces­ 
sity. 
That tough task Is left to the 
non-commissioned 
officers. 
The 
reason giv en for this Is that offi­ 
cers are difficult to rep lace and so 
should direct op erations from be­ 
hind the lines where they won’t 
get killed. 
There are, of course, v ariations 
to this. German officers will fight 
quick enough and hard enough if 
it’s necessary. W’hen the non-coms 
are out of action, the officers jump 
in and do their bit. 
Indeed, some like Marshal Rom­ 
mel lead their men into action from 
p reference. 
But those cases are 
the excep tion. 
The Prussian is a 
wholly cold-blooded Indiv idual who 
p laces small v alue on the other 
fellow’s life, but likes to av oid 
trouble himself. 
Anyway, 
while 
the 
Prussian 
wouldn’t stick by his cap ital the 
way a Briton or a Yankee or a 
Russian would, neither would he 
desert it unless it were in grav e 
p eril. 
If Hitler and his gov ernment 
are taking cov er we may be sure 
♦hat Germany’s war crisis is in­ 
deed acute. This isn’t to suggest 
that the N.izis are on the p oint of 
surrendering 
for 
there’s 
bitter 
fighting ahead.

May Cost $1,000,000,000 
Howev er, since James F. Byrnes, 
director of war mobilization, has 
p romised a substantial cut in the 
cost of liv ing, other officials let 
it be known a new subsidy p lan Is 
about to be unv eiled. 
While details are highly secret, 
it is estimated the cost to the 
gov ernment will range from $300,- 
000,000 to more than $1,000,000,000. 
Ap p arently, the p resent meat and 
butter subsidies will continue on 
their p resent 19 p ercent basis. 
The new p rogram is exp ected to 
deal largely with v egetables. Po­ 
tatoes, for Instance, seem a likely 
candidate for gov ernment-financed 
p rice reduction. 
'A Little Of Everythinq’ 
One official W'ho should know 
suggested the new p rogram "will 
contain a little of ev erything,” 
meaning direct subsidies.*gov ern­ 
ment p urchases and resale-at-loss 
op erations, and other dev ices. 
The idea is for the gov ernment 
to buy all or nearly all of a crop 
at a handsome p rice, to encourage 
maximum 
farm p roduction, and 
then to re-sell it to the trade at a 
p rice that won’t break the consum­ 
er’s back. 
By buying the whole crop , it also 
Is believ ed the gov ernment will be 
able to eliminate black markets.

The communique told of Ameri 
can jup gle troop s in the Solomons 
going after p ockets of enemy re­ 
sistance Thursday on atolls and is 
lets only a mile or so west of 
the Munda air field on New Geor­ 
gia which was wrested from the 
Jap anese Aug. 5. 
On Aug. 15, the Americans oc­ 
cup ied Vella l^av ella Island, 45 
miles northwest of Munda, and 
the communique announcing Its 
cap ture p ointedly exp lained that 
the Jap anese sea sup p ly line to 
both New Georgia and Kolomban- 
gara has been sev ered. 
Jap Troops Hang On 
Desp ite that, the Jap anese hav e 
remained on small isles near Mun­ 
da, ev en shelling the field, mak­ 
ing necessary the liquidation cam­ 
p aign which today’« communique 
disclosed.

In the northeastern New Oulfisa 
fighting zone, the communique re­ 
p orted consolidation of American 
and Australian p osltfons on ridges 
fiv e miles southwest of Salamaua.

At Least 8 Believed Buried

least eight p ersons believ ed burled 
In the ruins of a three-etory brick 
and concrete building at the

Inc., p lant after an 
exp losion and fire which left three 
dead and 10 others injured, eight 
critically. 
Fire Chief Charles Burnett of 
Newark sal^ steam shov els will 
be u« ed in the search of the black­ 
ened. smoking heap « of debris. 
The last late yesterday after­ 
noon rocked a 10-mile area In the 
heart of war-busy northern New 
Jersey and broke windows in homes 
« tores within a mile radius 
of the sp rawling linoleum p roducts 
p lant on the banks of the Passaic 
riv er. 
Fire which sp routed out from 
the blasted No. 12 building wreck­ 
ed two other structures before the 
flames were brought under control 
last night. 
“The building Just blew sky­ 
ward in a cloud of wreckage and 
then fell back to the earth in 
p ieces.” was one worker’s descrip ­ 
tion of the blast. 
A sp okesman for the com>p any 
said a check of workers’ homes 
showed eight p ersons missing but 
other sources indicate the toll 
may rise much higher. 
Firemen and rescue workers ex­ 
p ressed the belief that some work­ 
ers from other buildings, such as 
messengers or freight truckers, 
might hav e been In the building. 
Fire Chief Burnett said the ex­ 
p losion was caused by dust from 
cork and linoleum. He described 
Ui®Y<M‘ce of the blast, as "more 
terrtflc than dynamite.” '

If true—is the report that the whole 
Nazi governm ent has abandoned 
Berlin. 
W hile this is unconfirmed, it 
I does come on the heels of the 
f evacuation of a million residents 
of th e threatened capital. 
Maybe H itler’s infallible intui­ 
tion has enabled him to read the 
Allied program which has been set 
forth at Quebec by British Minis­ 
ter of Inform ation Brenden Brack­ 
en thus pointedly: 
“These plans are to bomb and 
burn and 
ruthlessly destroy, in 
every way available to us, the peo­ 
ple responsible for creating this 
war." 
One could wish, by the way, that 
the fueller might have heard Brack­ 
en deliver that edict. 
I wasn’t 
present, but I know the m inister 
as one of England’s most colorful 
personalities. 
H e’s a big chap who pours out 
conviction in a torrent of forceful 
words, while his victim is held 
fascinated by the brilliant red hair 
which flares up from Bracken’s 
head like the flames from a blast 
furnace. Yes, it’s a pity H itler 
wasn’t there. 
F 
OR any norm al governm ent— 
which of oourse the Nazi re­ 
gime is not—desertion of the na­ 
tional capital is like abandonm ent 
of ship a t sea. It’s an act that de­ 
notes desperation. 
Thus the head of a governm ent 
and his chief m inisters cling to 
their capital as a sea captain sticks 
to his bridge. 
They’re among the 
last to leave. 
W hen they do go, 
it m eans they have small hope that 
the first city of the nation will 
survive. 
During the height of the terrible 
serial blitz which London endured 
in 1940-41, when the British ship of 
state was wallowing in m ountain­ 
ous seas, the square-jawed Church­ 
ill and his cabinet stuck to the 
bridge. 
True, some archives and sub­ 
ordinate offices were moved out of 
London, but for the prime minis­ 
ter and hie government to flee the 
capital would have been regarded 
as an admission of defeat, both at 
home and abroad.

t NDUSTRY la every part of the nation and especial- 
ly In Ohio where the labor shortage Is acute, 
faces a shock and headache with the opening of 
school when thousands of high school pupils will 
he going hack to school. 
'Teen-age workers flocked to the war plants when 
schools closed In June and they will be flocking 
oat of them next month to go back to their class­ 
rooms. Some will stay on the machines but surveys 
■how that the majority are planning to return to 
school. 
Most Industrial plants have shown a fine spirit 
of cooperation with boys and girls who want to 
continue their education. No one knows better than 
business and Industrial executives the value of an 
education and they are refraining almost to a man 
from putting obstacles In the way of youths who 
are willing to give ap big war wages to finish 
their schooling. 
In fact they are cooperating by adjusting their 
schedules eo that their Juvenile workers may spend 
at their machines whatever part-time* hours they 
can take from their school work.

That shows youth’s eagerness for knowledge for

It will take a lot of wisdom and understanding as 
well as an abundance of patience and hard work for 
Industrial leaders and school heads to come to the 
decisions which will determine how far youth can 
go In helping the war effort without handicapping 
their future.

Italy In the war at Germany's side. 
Yet the new Italian government 
has called for more German divi­ 
sions to strengthen the defense of 
continental Italy. The war goes on. 
OUR diplomats had long cher­ 
ished the hope that a coalition 
of ex-Fascl»t chiefs, clericals, mon­ 
archists aud industrial and agri­ 
cultural lords one day would un­ 
seat Mussolini and hand us Italy 
without fighting. 
They had not learned that dic­ 
tatorships 
like that of Mussolini 
can bo unseated only by revolu­ 
tion In the wake of military dis­ 
aster. 
Anyway, our diplomats did 
not want a revolution. 
Now that Mussolini has fallen, 
they are pleased to see Badogllo 
ruthlessly 
putting down 
the at­ 
tempts at rebellion by the Italian 
people. 
At 
the 
same 
time, 
however, 
angered but not disillusioned by 
Badoglio’s 
refusal 
to surrender, 
the same diplomats with cold cyni­ 
cism appeal to the helpless Italian 


people, machine 
gunned 
by Ba­ 
doglio’s carabineers, and tell them 
to force their government to aur- 
rendar or else be bombed out of 
existence. 
Our policy towards Italy before 
the Sicilian invasion raised doubts 
whether the idea* prevailing In 
Washington are compatible with 
our solemn avowals that we In 
this war seek freedom and demo­ 
cracy for all. 
O 
UR state department defeated 
the attempt to organize In this 
country an anti-Fasclst legion open 
to Italian an tifa scist volunteers 
from the concentration camps of 
India, Africa, England and Amer­ 
ica and under the direction of 
American officers. 
Such a legion, making possible 
the dropping of thousands of men 
from the air over Rome, Turin, 
Milan and Genoa at the moment 
of Mussolini’s demise, would have 
rendered the Italian revolution suc­ 
cessful. 
It is reasonable to assume that 
the rank and file of the Italian 
army, which refused to fire upon 
the population, would have Joined 
the revolution.

PROMISES. 
That is all we have to date for the veteran* 
of this war.

It 
has been going on many months and none of the 
promises have materialized. 
The servicemen first were promised that their 
old jobs would be waifing for them when they re­ 
turned home, but not much is said about this now, 
since many of the old jobs have been wiped out 
completely. 
They were promised that the nation would not 
forget them, the implication being that they need 
not fear for their future, yet nothing has been done 
to remove that fear. 
When congress was in session a number of bills 
were Introduced providing for the continuanuce of 
pay to the men for from six months to a year after 
discharge and for other benefits and all promptly 
were buried in committee. 
Any one of them could have been enacted Into 
law in jig time had our politicians sincerely de­ 
sired to do something for the fighting men. The few 
benefits that have been arranged for the veterans 
of this war fall short in many instances of those 
given the vets of the First World war, notably in­ 
surance. 


t T SEEMS certain that the war in Europe cannot 
A last much longer and our servicemen are apt to 
return from overseas and find only the promises, 
then it will be just the same old struggle that the 
servicemen of the First World war had for 20 years 
to win compensation. 
But if the war should continue up to the time 
of the national conventions, the politicians of both 
parties will write strong planks into their platforms 
pledging their candidates to every effort to help 
the veterans. 
Everyone running for public office. Including some 
of the members of congress who could have Insisted 
on the passage of one of the bills interred in com­ 
mittee, will make the same promise, which will be 
forgotten immediately after election. 
Howr do I know? Well, you can find similar planks 
In the platforms of both parties in bygone years 
when the problems of war veterans were live Issues 
and their votes greatly desired. You can find the 
same promises in thousands of speeches bawled 
from the hustings by candidates of long ago and few 
of the promises w’ere kept. 
O 
UR war veterans always have been political 
pawns, to be used at the convenience of the 
politicians. They never have been recognized mate­ 
rially, politically, on the basis of their sacrifice. If 
you w-ere to suggest that they organize on a political 
basis you would be charged with unworthy motives 
by the politicians who want to' keep the voting 
strength of the vets split out. 
But if you ask, I think the veterans are plain 
suckers for not demanding their rights In the only 
way the politicians understand—by political organi­ 
zation and through the ballot box. It never will hap­ 
pen. Men fresh from the service are usually young 
men. too young to give serious thought to the poli­ 
tical aspects of any situation, even their own. By 
the time they are old enough (o do some serious 
thinking, the spirit of fight is comatose. The best 
they can do is to join mutual-benefit, non-political 
organizations. 
I 
NEVER could understand thp objection of some 
cantankerous civilians to the payment of the 
bonus to the veterans of the First World w-ar, but I 
know we will have similar objection to my pay con­ 
tinuance plan or to any other form of compensation 
to the veterans if we wait until this war is over 
before getting action. 
In a sense it is the veterans* own money when you 
consider their citizenship Interest in the ownership 
of the government, the taxes many of their families 
have paid for generations, and the taxes the veter­ 
ans themselves will pay in the future. It should be 
handed back to them as a token of thanks of those 
who did not serve with the fighting forces, and in 
refutation of the charge that republics are always 
ungrateful.

A.—The work of the iris of the eye may be com­ 
pared to the stop of the camera. When we are in 
the dark, the iris opening is large Just as we would 
have the stop of a camera set for a large opening 
when taking a picture in li£ht of low Intensity. 
And when we come into a brilliantly lighted place 
from one that is dark, the effect is blinding until 
the iris opening becomes small, like the camera 
atop set for bright light. 
When going from light to dark, the reverae ef­ 
fect appears.

As we go into a room of almost total darkness, 
the sensitivity of our eyes continues to increase for 
at least three-quarters of an hour after our entrance.

Stalin stood atop Lenin’s tomb,

He epoke quietly into a 
microphone that carried his voice 
to the am plifiers on the Kremlin

‘Perfidious Attack' 
‘It is in strenuous circumstances 
th at we are today celebrating the 
twenty-fourth anniversary of the 
October 
revolution. 
The 
perfidi­ 
ous attack of the German brig­ 
ands and the war which has been 
forced upon us have placed our 
country in Jeopardy.’ he said. ‘We 
have tem porarily lost a number 
of 
region#. 
the 
enemy 
has 
ap­ 
peared a t the gates of Leningrad 
and Moscow.’ 
No more did 
he mention the 
ba: tie of Moscow. Instead, he went 
on to point out that the Soviet 
Union had been in even greater 
difficulty before,

1918,

m iscalculations. Before Russia wa# 
invaded, he had overestim ated the 
power of th e Balkans to form a 
front against Germany. Now, he 
underestim ated the janwer of the 
German* to carry on the war. 
‘The enemy is not so strong as 
some frightened 
little intellectu­ 
als imagine,’ he said. 'The devil 
is not eo terrible as he is painted. 
A nother few months, another half 
year, perhaps another brief year, 
and H itler Germany is bound to 
buret beneath the weight of its 
crimes.’ 
There. Stalin was wrong. A year 
later, the Germans were to 
be 
laying siege to 
Stalingrad.
